One, whom each man, each country too commends;

Shall our great Monarch then a Poet want? 

And is the Englifh Genius grown fo feant ? 


This, I muft take leave to fay, fs a little too pert in a 
Gentleman, who is only a Candidate for a fellowfhip 
in our Society. Does Mr. Mortanp imagine, that we 
have not many Members qualified for this honour, that 
he fo forwardly offers himfelt ? Let me tell him, Mr. 'Tra- 
BALD, in particular, is much offended at fuch an infult 
froin one of his own profefion. Befides, I am much 
afraid, that this pert Youngfter is not fufficiently eftablifhed 
in the Proteitant Religion: for tho” he has tranflated his 
Inte Majelty inimediately to Heavens; yet he feems to 
have fent Queen Elizabeth to Purgatory 3 and has plic’d 
King William, the Hero of his Poem, no where at all. 

Notwithitanding thefe Gentlemen, fo fond of fhewing 
theinfelves on this occafion ; I fhall humbly beg leave to 
recommend one, againit whom there can be no objeétion :

Couragement of Poetry rivals, if not exceeds, that of this 
amous Pope ; we cannot but wifh a reiloration of all its 
Omours to Pociy; the rather, fince there are fo many 
Parallel. circumitances, in the perfon who was then ho- 
howred with the Laurel, and in dim, who (in all proba- 
ility ) is now to wear it. 

f fhall traflate my Author exadtly, as [ find 
the 82d Ciapter of his E/ via Vir. Did. He 
With the character of the Poct himtelf, who wes the ori- 
Gina ana tother of all Laureates, and called Casz/o. He 
Was plain Country-man of Apylia, (whether a SZephed 
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, contracted a moit terrible Gout. 
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or Threfher, is not material.) ‘ This man ( fays Fovius) 
excited by the fame of the great encouragement given 
© to Poets at Court, and theshigh honour in which they 
were held, came to the City, bringing with him a 
ftrange kind of lyre in his hand, and at leaft fome twenty 
* thoufand of verfes. All the Wits and Criti¢ks of the 
Court flock’d about him, delighted to fee a Clown, 
with a ruddy, hale complexion, and in his ewn long 
hair, fo top-full of Poetry, and at the frit fight of him, 
all agreed, he was born to be Puct Laureate *. He had 
a molt hearty welcome, in an Jffand of the river Tyder, 
(an agreeable place, not unlike our Richund) where he 
was firit made to eat and drivk plentifull;, and to 
repeat bis verjes to every body. ‘Then they adorn'd him 
witha new and elegant garland compofed of Vive /eaves, 
Laurel, and Brajfica, (a fort of cabbage) fo compo- 
fed (fays my Author) emblematically, ut tam /a’sd, 
quam lepide, ejus Temulentia Braflice remedio cobibenda 
notaretur. He was then faluted by common content 
with the title of Archi-poeta, or Arch-poet, in the ftyle of 
thofe days, in ours, Poet Laureate. This honour the 
poor man received with the moft fenfible demontira- 
tions of joy, his eyes drunk with tears of gladneis +. 
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ticle, which is yet tranfmitted to us, as follows. 


¢ Salve, brafficea virens corona 
‘ Et Lauro, Archipoeta, pam pinoque, 
‘ Dignus principis auribus Leonis. 


Allhail, Arch-poet without peer! 
Vine, Laurel, Cabbage fit to wear, 
And worthy of thy Prince's ear. 


From hence, he was conducted in pomp to the Capite/ 


‘of Rome, mounted on an Elephant, thro’ the fhouts of 


the populace, where the ceremony ended. 

The Hiftorian, tells us farther, ‘ that at his introduction 
to Leo, he not only poured forth verfes innumerable, like 
a torrent, but alio /wxg them with open mouth. Nor 
was he only once introduced, or on ttated days (like 
our Laureates) but made a Companion to his Ma/er, 
and eftertained as one of the initruments of his y:0/? 
‘ e'egant pleajures. When the Prince was at tabie, the 
Poet had his place at the window. When the Prince 
had |{ half eaten his meat, he gave with his own hands 
‘ the reit to his poet. When the Poet drank, it was out 
of the Prince’s own flaggon, infomuch (fays the Hilto- 
rian,) that thro’ fo great good eating and drinking he 
sorry I am to re- 
late what follows, but that I cannot leave my Reader's 
curiofity unfatisfy’d in the cataftrophe of this extraordi- 
nary man. ‘To ufe my Author’s words, which are re 
markable, wortus Leone, profligati/gue Poetis,&c. when Leo 
dy’d, and Poets were no more, (for [ would not undet- 
fland profiigatis literally, as if Poets then were profligate ) 
this unhappy Laureate was forthwith reduced to return 
to his Country, where, opprets’d with o/d age and cwant, 
he miferably perifh’d in a comson ho/pital 

We iee froin this fad conclufion, which may be of 
example to the Poets of our time, that it were happier 
to meet with no encouragement at all, to remain at the 
plough, or other lawful occupation, than to be elevated 
above their condition, and taken out of the common means 
of lite, without a furer fupport, than the temporary, or, 
at beft, morta’ favours of the Great. It was doubdefs 
for this confideration, that when the Royal Bounty was 
lately extended to a Rural Gerixus, care was taken to 
fertle it upon him for life. And it hath been the pra- 
étice of our Princes, never to remove from the ftation of 
Poet Laureate any Man who hath once been chofen, tho’ 
never fo much greater Genius’s mightarife in histime. A 
noble inftance, how much the charity of our Monarchs 
hath exceeded their /ocv'e of fame! 

To come now to the intent of this Paper. We have 
here the whole ancient ceremonial of the Laureate. In the 
firft place the Crown isto be mx’d with V7» e¢-'ea- es, as the 
Vine is the plant of Bacchus, and full as eflential to the 
honour, as the dat? of jack, tothe falary. 

Secondly, the Brajica mult be made ule of, as a qua-

I apprehend here two difficulties: one, of procuring aa

none that [know ( excepp Mr. Bub — who is no Candi- 
date) having been a co the merage, and thé reft never 
fet even on horiesack. Therefore i fhould imagine the 
next animal in fize or dignity would do bef; either a 
Mule or a large Afg5 particularly if that noble one could 
be had, whote portraiture makes fo great an ornament of 
the Dunciad, aud which (unlefs I am mifinform’d) ig 
yet in the park of a Nobleman near this City :

(Firit, we iec he mult be able to make vere 
fesextempore, 2nd to pour forth innumerable, if requir’ds 
In this, I doubt Mr. Trssatp. Secondly. he ouzht ta 
fing, and istiepidly, patu’o ore bere, I contefs the excel- 
lency ot Mr.C-——e. Thirdly, ne ought to carry a /yre 
about with him: If a large one be thought too cumber- 
fom, a finall one may be contrived to hang about the 
neck, like an Order; and be very much a grace to the 
perfon. Fourthly, he ought to have a good /fomach to 
eat and drink, whatever his betters think fits and there 
fore it is in this high office, as in many others, no puny 
conttitution can dicharge it. I do not think C R OF 
Tispatp here io happy, but rather a itanch, vigorous, 
jeafon’d, and dry, old Gentleman, whom I have in 
iny eye. 
I could alfo with at this junéture, fuch a perfon, ag 
is truly jealous of the honour and dignity of Poetry s 
no Joker, or Trifler; but a Bard in good earneft; nay, not 
amis, if a Critic, and the better if a little obltinate, 
For when we confider what great privileges have been 
loit from this office, (as we fee from the fore-cited aue 
thentic record of Forins) namely thole of feeding from 
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even his domeftic and companion’ it requires a man warm 
and rejolute, to be able to claim and obtain the reftoring 
of thefe high honours. I have caule to fear the moft of 
the Candidates would be liable, cither through the i: fluence 
of Minilters, or for rewards or favours, to give up the 
glorious rights of the Laureate: yet Lam not without hopes, 
there is ove, from whoma /ferieus and fleady affertion of 
thefe privileges may be expeéted ; and, if there be fuch 
aone, I mutt do niin the jullice to fy, it is Mr. D—s, 
the worthy Prefident of our Society.
